1. Parggraghjii Insert as penultimate sentences 

"The adverse economic effects of & naval blockade of Communist 
China would probably decrease rather than increase with the passage of 
time. 51 

2. Paragraph 10 s For the sake of completeness in Line 4 after 
"Panama" insert "Liberia". 

3» Paragraph 13 s In order to maintain consistency between para- 
graphs 13 and 27& s change last sentence of paragraph 13 to read n and 
then rose to 270 9 000 tons in the first half of 1952 and 290*000 tons 
In the second half of 1952." 

4o Paragraph 15 t Change second sentence to read "Chinese Communist 
claims also indicate that imports in 1952 remained at roughly the same 
level as in 1951." 

5* Paragraph 16 t Change last sentence to read "On the basis of 
partial, evidence we estimate the volume of overland exports to the 
Soviet Bloc during 1952 at 3 million tons." 

6 a Paragraph 18 t In order to maintain consistency with Paragraph 
43b (which is correct) change last sentence of Paragraph 18 to read 
"In view of the excess of standard gauge rolling stock in the Soviet 
Bloc the diversion of supplies thereof to Communist China does not 
represent & strain on Bloc transportation facilities 

7. Paragraph 20 t Change last clause of last sentence to read 
"and it certainly could have been accomplished at less cost to Communist 
China." 

3« Paragraph 21 : Delete second sentence and insert "Chinese equip- 
ment captured in Korea during the past six months indicates that the 
USSR is currently supplying the Communist forces with most of its 
heavy and light arms and. ammunition with the exceptions of some recoiless 
rifles and mortars which the Chinese manufacture from U.S. models. 
Meanwhile, it seems likely that Communist China may be retooling its 
munitions industry to produce Soviet type equipment." Change last 
sentence to read "In addition the USSR is providing virtually all POL."
